OZECHS AND GERMANS. - 


_ Agood deal of controversy bas been aroused 
in Austria by a -book which has jast been 
published at Prague by Protessor Rauchberg, 
of the German University in that city. The 
professor has gone into the question of the 
inhabitants of Bohemia according to the latest 
census, and he lays it down that there are now 
over two millions and a quarter in Bohemia 
who generally speak German, and just under 
ecko Spredaran aboat thi ite 
ord, about thirty-seven 
cent. for German and about slxigicke ver 
cent, for Czech. This shows that the relative 
proportions of the two languages have remained 
about the same since the statistics of speech 
were given in the census retarns, and Professor 
Rauchberg even asserts that German is gaining 
and Czech falling off slightly. These figures 
have caused some surprise, because the Czschs 
claim that in the last ten years their lango=3¢ 
has made considerable and that the 
successes they have obtained at the elestions 
go to prove it. Bat Professor Rauchberg 
conolades from his stady of the census return 
that the two races are making equal progress 
in Bohemia, and that the Germans are success- 
fally holding their own. Howeéver, statistics 
are notoriously fellacious, and we have yet to

The report of the Sudan Gold Field, Limited, 
atates that before any rapid progress could be 
made it became necessary to provide winding 
machinery and to instal other plant required 
for the general purposes of the rages, cot 
while, preliminarily, it bad been decided to 
construct alight railway from No 5_ station 
on the Sadan Government Railway to the 
mine—a distance of some 80 miles—for trans- 
porting the machinery and to provide perma- 
neht facilities for the conveyance of fuel, timber 
and general stores. The rails and one of the 
locomotives for this line, which—is of 2-ft, 
gauge, were shipped in October, 1904, aod a 
second locomotive was despatched in Decembé: 
of that year, and on Jane 8th Mr. Arthur 
Llewellyn, the superintending engineer, advised 
that the first train had come through to Na- 
bardi on that day. Meanwhile the winding 
and other engines, as well as electrical and 
gas-producing plants for operating them, also 
the necessary pumps, etc., were being mano- 
factored, andthe bulk of this machinery had 
arrived at No. 5 station by the time of the 
completion of the line, whilst at the mine 
preparations for the reception of the machin- 
ery had been commenced. A large amount 
of work at Om Nabardi has already been ac- 
complished, first by the Egypt and Sadan 
Mining Syndicate, and since by this company, 
comprising over « mile of sinking, driving, ete., 
and valuable shoots of ore have been laid open. 
Oparations were initiated upon what appeared 
to be two distinct reef f»rmations, with a third 
and smaller reef striking diagonally between 
them. Subsequent developments have, how- 
ever, proved “the two major rans. of reef to 
be connected, forming, in reality, one con- 
tinnons reef, which has already been traced 
for a distance of 2,000 ft, and which, as work 
progresses, will probably ba found to extend 
through the whole length of the block,” viz., 
3,000 fr. For the fatare working of the mine 
two new main vertical shafts have been com- 
menoad, one of which, Vaux’s, is in the centre 
of the block, while the other, Tennant’s, is 
1,000 ft. farther east and 500 ft. from the 
eastern boundary. These, with a third shaft 
1,000 ft. west ot Vaux’s shaft, will command 
the whole length of the block. With so con- 
siderable an amount of work in hand at the 
Om Nabardi mine it has not been practicable 
for the company up to the present to under- 
take prospecting operations apon other portions 
of the concession, alchough this’is a matter 
which, with the improved conditions now 
obtaining, will mart and receive attention in 
daa coarse.

to develop such areas as they may elect to 
acqaire onder a mining lease or leases, this 
company will become entitled to a farther 
consideration of £5,000 in cash and 15 per 
cent. of the mominal capital of such new 
company in fally-paid shares. The other 
company (the Mysore Reefs and General 
Exploration Company, Limited) is granted 
prospecting rights over a similar area for two 
years for the sum of £1,000 in cash; the 
farther conditions corresponding~ ‘With those 
relating to the Suakin Syndicate’s option, The 
two option areas are sita to the west of 
the Om Nabardi mine/ and within easy 
distance of No, 6 station/on the Sudan Govern- 
ment Railway. Prospecting expeditions have 
already been despatched to these properties 
under the supervision of a competent mining 
engineer. The company has been fortunate in 
the matter of labour supply. Indicative of the im- 
proving prospects for mining enterprise in 
the Sudan should be mentioned the pending 
completion ofa railway being constracted by 
the Government from Suskin on the Red 
Sea to connect near Berber with the existing 
railway from Khartoum to Wady Halfa, pass- 
ing through s portion of this company’s con- 
cession. By this new route the company will be 
able to:import on more advantageous terms 
and conditions than hitherto its machinery, 
timber, coal, and general supplies. The water

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EGYPTOLOGICAL NOTES. 


M MASPERO’S REVIEW. 


M. Maspero’s annual reviews of Egyptolo- 
gical books are now appearing in the “Revue 
Critiqne,” and are as trenchant and as well 
worth reading as osual. He gives much atten- 
tion to the ‘Chronologie’ of Dr. Eduard Meyer, 
and takes this author to task for his arrogant 
use of the yord “absurdity” in his comments 
on systems Other than his own. Without going 
beyond the bounds of courtesy, M. Maspero 
lets it be seen that he does not favor Dr. 
Meyer's scheme for compressing tho whole of 
the thirteenth and fourteenth dynasties— 
comprising, according to the Turin Papyrus, 

ome 150 kinge—into the space of 210 years, 

hd he warns him that io this respect the 
coming winter may have sarprises in store for 
him. Nor does he think that Dr. Moyer has 
been wise in trasting for the chronology of 
the eleventh dyoasty to the conclusion of Dr. 
Breasted, some of which he thinks are already 
invalidated by the work at Deir el-Bahari and 
elsewhere. On the whole, however. he is 
favorable to the book, which, he says, does 
for Egyptian chronology in the twentieth cen- 
tary what Lepsius did in the nineteenth, 
Among other books,M. Maspero notices Father 
Mallon’s ‘Grammaire Copte,’ which he grests 
with pleasure as worthy of replacing the now 
antiquated grammar of Peyron, although he 
thinks the author has been led astray in places 
by Dr. Steindorff's Semitizing theories.’ He 
speaks well, too, of Baron von Bissing’s 
‘Mestaba des Gemni-kai,’ of Mr. H. R. Hall’s 
‘Nitokris-Rhodopis,’ and of Dr. Erman’s little 
book on Egyptian religion, although he blames 
the last-named for having, like mos: Egypto- 
logista, too much neglected the study of magic, 
When we consider that in its origin ths religion 
of the Egyptians was not far removed from 
that sorcery to which in its long decadence it 
gradually returned, the omission is extra- 
ordinary. 

RHODES AND EGYPTIAN ART. 


M. Enagéne Reavillout has-published a monn- 
ment coming from Rhodes, and depicting a 
person in Egyptian costume ina style cha- 
racteristic of Egyptian art. On the back of the 
statue is written in demotioc, “Before Osorhapi, 
the great god, and Isis, the great goddess, Dio- 
nysios the priest of the year.” We have here, 
then, one of the few inscribed monuments of the 
Greek worship of the Alexandrian divinities. 
and M. Revillout asks os to noticg that the 
word for priest is not ths Egyptian ab oued, 
bat is a _demotic transoription of the Greek 
iepedg. The date he puts at somewhere in the 
reigns of the early Ptolemies. The Egyptian 
form of the Greek Serapis is noteworthy, and 
leaves little donbt that the “Great God,” as 
Sarapis was gecerally called in the West, was 
looked upon, at the beginning of his vogue, as 
a composite deity combining the attributes of 
Oairis with those of the Nile god. 

TEL EL-HERR. 

A carious find has been made by M. Jean 
Cliédat in some excavations carried on by him 
at Tel el-Herr, between the Suez Canal and 
the site of the ancient Pelusium. He has come 
across, together with some objects of the Saitic 
and later Greek periods, a Jewish coin of the 
“Fourth year of the independence of Sion,” 
which leads him to hope he is on a site of 
Jewish antiquities,

ities has fallen 3.04% to 40.17. Whilst the 4° 
rate has become quite effective, and consequently 
no farther rise is anticipated for some time, if 
at all this year, still the present position, from 
a money market point of view, cannot be consi- 
dered entirely satisfactory. Last night as mach 
as 4% was paid on seven-day loans, and the 
Bank did o large business in consequence. 
Discount is proportionately firmer.

The Russian Loan. 


In the market for foreign Government seoar- 
ities the feature has been the weak condition 
of Rassian stocks, which were affected by the 
serious news of the railway strikes and revolo- 
tionary movements throughout that country, 
and have been as low as 90. This’ may cause 
some farther delay in the conclasion of the new 
Rassian loan, a result waich would be regret- 
ted, as itis thought the sooner this is oat of 
the way the better it will be for all concerned. 
The opinion is held in Paris, however, that the 
official announcement that the loan has been 
concluded may be expected now at any moment, 
According to reports from that centre the delay 
is due largely to the hesitation of the German 
bankers, who are in doubt as to whether the 
loan would meet with favor in the Berlin 


market. It seems that Russia will have to pay Pa 


pretty heavily, as sccording to the figures we 
have received it will be a 4% loan issued to the 
publio at 90, with commissions amounting to 
4%, or 5%.
